Warrant for Town Meeting. 


To C, A. RicHARDSON, a constable of the town of Greenwood in 
the county of Oxford :— 

GREETING: In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall in 
Locke’s Mills Village in said town, onthe sixth day of March, 
1899, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit:— 

Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 8. To act on the reports of town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5, To choose a Road Commissioner for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To choose one member of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee. 


Art. 7. To choose a Superintendent of Schools for the ensuing 
year. 
Art. 8. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. Tosee if the town will grant and raise such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of schools and 
the poor and to defray ali other town charges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. Toseeifthe town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. Toseeif the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for breaking roads. 
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Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to charge interest at the rate 
of six per cent. per annum on all taxes of the current year remaining 
unpaid after the first day of March, 1900, or other wise. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to make all taxes of the 
current year payable, March 1, 1900, or otherwise. 

Art. 14, To see if the town will vote to discount three per cent. 
on all taxes of the current year voluntarily paid on or before the first 
day of December next, or otherwise. 

Art. 15. Tosee if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay the interest on the town debt and 
school fund for the ensuing year. 

Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will raise toward 
paying the town debt. 

Art. 17. To see what action the town will take in regard to bonds 
falling due July ist, 1899. 

Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to buy the office building of 
A. C. Libby for use of the town officers. 

Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for abatement of taxes. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will vote one hundred dollars to main- 
tain a high school provided the town of Woodstock will raise the 
same amount to maintain one in common with this town. 

Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
to purchase school books for the ensuing year. 

Art, 22. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for repairs of schoolhouses and purchase of appliances for the ensu- 
ing year. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to instruct the School Com- 
mittee to maintain a school in district No. 8. 

Art, 24. To see if the town will vote to instruct the School Com- 
mittee to maintain a school in district No. 9. 

Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise the bridge near L. C. 
Trask’s three feet whenever the same is rebuilt. 


The Selectmen give notice that they will be in session for the pur- 
pose of correcting the list of voters in said town and hearing and 
deciding upon the applications of persons claiming to have their 
names entered upon said list, at Hotel Hall, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon on the day of said meeting.

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School Report. 


In compliance with the law your Superintendent makes the follow- 
ing report of schools for the year just passed. 


The schools during the year have progressed quietly, and satisfac- 
torily, with but very little complaint. Our own teachers have sus- 
tained their previous good standing, and what teachers we hired 
from out of town have given general satisfaction. The pupils have 
shown an unusual amount of interest in their work, and itis an 
agreeable fact that the parents are taking more interest than form- 
erly in school work. Now this is as it should be; visit the schools 
and see for yourself what is being done. It encourages both teacher 
and pupi!s, and shows that you have an interest in them and their 
work. If you are having a good school it will be made better, and if 
you are having a poor one it will certainly be made no worse by your 
visit. I hope tosee the time when parents of scholars attending 
school will visit their schooi at least once each term. 


Perhaps it willbe best to make some explanations in regard to the 
recommendations which your school officers have made for the ensu- 
ing year. We have several scholars in different parts of our town 
who should have an opportunity to attend high school in order to get 
better schooling than we can possibly give them in our town schools, 
And so we conceived the idea of a union high school with the town 
of Woodstock, and thus make it of advantage to both towns. Wheth- 
er thisidea will meet with favor or not will remain to be seen, but 
for several reasons I think it should pass. 


Our recommendation for text books is, I think, as small as we can 
possibly get along with, as we must buy some new bvoks from time 
to time, and exchange old ones, in order that our scholars’ time be 
spent profitably. We must have what books are needed, and the 
amount we recommend is very small per scholar, 


Now about repairs. Our houses fur the most part are in very 
good condition except that they need painting, but we thuught per- 
haps it would be better to let that go this year. The house at 
Locke’s Mills should be looked after right away, or a good house 
will be ruined. The foundation isin very bad shape and growing 
worse all the time. The house should be raised, and some grading 
done, and ditches dug to keep the water from the foundation. And 
in view of this fact we made the recommendation, which would seem 
large if it was not for this job; but including the small repairs which

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we must always make upun nearly all of our houses, we thought the 
appropriation recommended would be as small as we could get along’ 
with conveniently, and with profit to the town,
